I am 
frco to tulmjt tho extent and productiveness 
of tho lower district. I grant that they uro 
producing 10,000 to 12,000 ban-els por day( 
wilh a prospect of reaching 15,000 before the 
eud of tho quarter, but it ia nn undeniable 
fact that their sand rock ia tblu, of indifl'er. 
out and poor quality, open and porous, and 
that hxi-go wells soon dwindle to small ones 
and that considering tho immonao cost of 
operating tho deep territory, small wells 
dou't pay.

There can bo no doubt 
but that Pi:io Creek nud its tributaries 
are destined lo produce largely of oil. Tho 
Entorpviso district is but tho ''outcropping," 
or link iu a groat oh'iin; and those most 
farniiicu- with this district^ havo leaat doubt 
of Jta connection with broader and inoro ex- 
tonsivo fields, nnd I know of HO district 
offering greater inducements to tho pro- 
ducer thau Uio broad extent of undeveloped 
territory between Titusvillo nnd Enterprise. 


Tho roiaarkablo developments iu llio 


Colorado district aro imperfectly known, or 
understood, except by an intorosted^fow, 
who control largo tracts of land, upon which 
(hero is kuov n to exist, not one, but Kcveml 
distinct holt.sot'oif.

Had this 
district boon divided and leased, aa la usual 
in ot hoi1 localities, tho yield of oil ut thie 
clato would navo been many times greater 
thau uow. But through tlio wiao policy 
which prevails uo lca=oj have been given, 
and although but a amall portion ot ''tho 
bolt" hns been tapped, there is no anx- 
iety to produce moro low-priced oil than 
is actually necessary. Tho average depth. 
of the Colorado wells will not exceed 650 
fecit, aud tho cost of drilling is but little i» 
cxoeas of $1.00 per foot. Joining Colorado 
ou ti'» north aro tho Waro and Potter tracts, 
upon which, though but throo or four wellB 
havo boMi put down, yet they havo devel- 
oped a sand roclt of romarkablo thickness 
aud quujity, nnd wells tho largest of which 
yields from iifty to one hundred barrels per 
day.

for tae term of two years.

Tuesday of January suoceediug the adoption 
of this Constitution, and every two years 
thereafter, unless) sooner convened by the 
Governor in special session. 
Sixth.— "No person snail bo a Senator who 
shall not havo attained tho ago of twonty- 
ilvo years and havo been a citizen and in- 
habitant of the Stato four years next before 
his election, and the loat year thereof an 
inhabitant of tho district for which he shall 
bo chosen, unless ho shall havo been Absent 
on the public business of the United States, 
or of this Stato, and no person shall hohi 
said office alter ho shall havo removed from 
said district." 
"Seventh — No person shall be a Represen- 


tative who shall not havo attained tho nijo 
of twenty-one years and have been a citueu 
and inhabitant of the Stato three years next 
before his election, and the last year thereof 
nn inhabitant of the district from which ho 
shall bo chosen, unless ho shall have been 
absent on the public business of the United 
(states or of this State, and no person shall 
hold aaid office after ho shall have removed 
from said district. 


"i%ft<A— No Senator or Representative 
shall, during tbe timo f«.r which ho shall 
bave been elected, be appointed to anv civd 
office under this Commonwealth which shall 
have been created or tho emoluments of 
which shall havo been increased during 
siich time, and no member of Congress, or 
other person holding any office (except of 
attorney at law and in the military) under 
the United States, or this Commonwealth, 
shall be a member of cither House during 
his continuance in Congress or in office. 


"JVJnfA — No person who has been or here- 


after shall be convicted of bribery, perjury, 
or other infamous crime, or who has been cr 
may bo a collector or holder of public 
moneys, who shall not havo accounted for 
and p'aid over, according to law, all sucb 
moneys due from him shall be eligible to tbe 
General Assembly, or to any office of profit 
or trust in thia State." 
On motion tho committeoj-oso and ob- 
tained leave to sit again to-morrow at 11 
o'clock. 


Important 


The Senator from Crawford, Mr. Dolniaa- 
tor, introduced in the Senate, several days 
ago, a supplement to nn act entitled "An 
act relating to corporations for mechanical, 
manuafcturing, mining and quarrying pur- 
poses, approved July 18. 1SG3, extending 
the provisions thereof to dealers in pctrole- 
uui.It wna afterward called up and passed in 
the Senate upon his motion under a suspen- 
sion of the rules, and is now under consid- 
eration in a committee of the llouso. 


As it relates to nn important branch of 
business in tho northwestern part of tho 
State there are many inquiries in relation to 
it. Wo therefore give it a placo here, pro- 
mising, that ns the title indicates, tho orig- 
inal bill covered a very large class of opera- 
tions, to which others have since been added 
by way of supplement, and thla further sup- 
plement merely extends tho provisions of 
said original act, with its limitations as to 
capital, and otherwise, to another class of 
industrial pursuits and operations. Tho bill 
is as follows : 
Be it enacted, &e., That tlio provisions of 
an 
act 
relating 
to 
corporations 
lor 
mechanical, manufacturing, mining 
and 


quarrying purp°sc8j approved tho Jath day 
of July, A. D. 1863, and the supplements 
thereto, so tar ns applicable, bo and the 
same aro hereby extended to and shall in- 
clude the business of buying, stoiing, re- 
tiniug, transporting, selling and dealing 
generally in petroleum, and such corpora- 
tions may bo framed to operate in any or 
all these departments, as shall bo Indicated 
in their respective articles ol association. 


Mr. Dolninater also introduced into the 


Senate, last week, another important gen- 
eral bill, entitled "An act in relation to tho 
registry of certain bonds," the intent of 
which is to enable tlio_ holders of coupon 
bonds of corporations in this State by cei- 
tain indorsement and registry, for which 
provision is matlo therein, to have tho con- 
venience of the coupon, with tho safety of 
tho registered bond.— Harridntrgh Telegraph
